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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 
The restriction requirement set forth upon the unamended claims of this 
application, mailed out June 8, 2007, has been withdrawn. Please see interview 
summary. 

However, this application contains claims directed to more than one species of 
the generic invention. These species are deemed to lack unity of invention because 
they are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 
13.1.
